CLASS  HISTORY 


In  September  of  1978,  we,  the  class  of  1982,  opened  the  doors  to 
the  East  Windsor  High  Theaters.  Phyllis  Barber,  Craig  Drake, 
Cheryl  Teirnan,  and  Erica  Schoenrock,  took  the  challenge  for  the 
year  ahead.  With  help  from  Mrs.  Young  and  Mr.  Anderson  we 
started  to  get  ready  for  our  first  show.  Our  directors  sat  down  in  a 
meeting  with  head  executives,  Mr.  Philip  Morton  and  Mr.  Salvatore 
Saitta,  to  discuss  the  reviews  on  our  first  show.  The  show,  “Pan¬ 
thers  pounce  their  prey”,  ranked  fourth  on  the  charts. 

It  then  came  time  to  make  another  movie,  and  we  elected 
Rosemarie  Martinsen,  Laurie  Migneault,  Cheryl  Cassada,  and  Jenny 
Russell  to  get  the  show  on  the  road.  The  show  entitled  “Panters 
take  it  to  the  top”,  ranked  second  on  the  movie  charts.  But  we 
always  look  for  bigger  and  better  things,  so  our  directors  decided  to 
have  a  candy  and  stationery  sale  to  help  with  pictures  in  the  future. 
After  the  sale  we  were  all  awarded  for  our  merit  throughout  the 
year,  and  we  received  the  ring  of  our  choice. 


It  was  already  our  third  year  in  show  business  and  time  to  make 
another  movie.  Jenny  Russell,  Patti  Hourihan,  Cheryl  Cassada,  and 
Phyllis  Barber  were  elected  to  direct  us  to  a  great  finish.  The  finish 
wasn’t  too  great  though,  our  movie,  “Panthers  ride  the  winning 
tide”  only  made  it  to  third  on  the  charts.  Because  of  our  great  ef¬ 
forts  however,  we  were  all  invited  to  the  celebrities  banquet  held  at 
Harley  Hotel  in  Enfield  Connecticut,  on  May  23,  1981.  Laurie 
Migneault  was  crowned  movie  queen  at  the  big  celebration. 

We  entered  our  fourth  year  knowing  that  we  had  another  movie 
to  make,  but  we  didn’t  have  any  ideas.  We  knew  this  was  it;  we  had 
to  do  it  now  or  never!  We  elected  Phyllis  Barber,  Laurie  Migneault, 
Cheryl  Cassada,  and  Roberta  Hutsenpiller  to  direct  us.  We  needed  a 
little  more  money  to  get  us  off  the  ground  for  our  next  movie  so  we 
sold  magazines  to  promote  the  industry.  We  finally  did  it!  Our 
fourth  movie,  “Panthers  are  great’’  starring  the  class  of  1982,  was  a 
box  office  smash!  We  were  invited  to  the  executive  banquet  held  in 
our  honor,  and  we  had  a  day  off  and  visited  High  Meadows. 

Then  it  was  time  for  the  big  night.  The  fourth  annual  Grammy 
Awards  where  we  all  received  the  awards  that  we  worked  so  hard 
to  get.
